The dialogue 
in my mind takes place primarily in images unfolding something like an 
uneditted movie. In painting, drawing and sculpture, I attempt to 
communicate where I f ve been, experiences, aquaintences, desires, dreams, 
etc. I try to involve the viewer completely in each piece. I T m akin to 
a story teller where I take the viewer on a journey to a different place and 
emmerse him in it. 

For the painting Ipswich Bay, I hope thatthe viewer will walk away from 
the painting feeling refreshed as if he had just felt the sun warmed granite, 
heard the lullaby-like lapping of the ebbing tide and inhaled deep of the 
vast blue sky. 

Ipswich Bay was my backyard for 2 \ years while I attended Montserrat 
School of Visual Arts. The painting is the result of a memory of a particular 
summer afternoon on that Massacuetts coast near Gloucester.
